review the parade of the veterans. Ideal 
weather conditions prevailed. Enormous 
crowds were drawn to the streets and a-v- 
onu'3 through which marched the ranks 
of blue, and a great host was massed 
about the stand at the soldiers' and sail- 
ors' monument, where President Taft 
watched tbe Grand Army men and kin- 
dred organisations pass in review. 


President Taft 
arrived 
early 
from 


Washington and was driven to the home 
of him brother, Henry W. Taft. The par- 
ty invited to surround Mr. Taft on the 
reviewing stand included Major General 
Daniel K. Sickles and Major General Jul- 
ius Stahl, Brigadier Generals Anson G. 
MeCook, Horace Porter, Nicholas W. Day, 
Walter Howe. John T. Lockman and 
Thomas II. Hubbard. 


A detachment of regular army men 


headed the marchers. Sailors and ma- 
rinee from the battleships Connecticut 
and Rhode Island followed, then state 
troops, the younger men of the Spanish 
war and civic societies. Numerous oth- 
er ceremonies of a patriotic nature.fea- 
tured the day in the city. These includ- 
ed services at Grant's tomb on Riverside 
drive and decoration of graves of veter- 
an* in the cemeteries, while Grand Army 
cxi-reines wore, planned for tonight in 
Carnegie hall. All interesting civic event 
Of the holiday .was the" work horse parade 
up Fifth avenue, u function of the Wo- 
men's auxiliary of the Society, for the 
Prevention of'Cruelty to Animals. At 
Now R'ochelle'. the home of Thomas Pninc, 
the Paine National Museum was dedicat- 
ed.President Taft planned to return to 
Washington this afternoon. 


Observe Day in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May HO—More careful pre- 


parations were mod« for the observance 
of Memorial Way in Chicago this year 
tTian for many year,; past. Ceremonies 
at practically all of the two score ceme- 
teries about the cily wore tbe features 
of the morning, while a large parade- oc- 
curred in'the afternoon. Many veterans 
•were taken over the route in automo- 
biles. Several hundred 
United States 


regulars took part in the procession. 
They madt> a two days' march from Fort 
Sheridan, about 25 miles north of the 
city, nnd encamped in Grand Park on the, 
lake' front. 


Veterans in Street Parade. 


WASHINGTON", May 30.—The halls 


of congress and oil executive departments 
were closed today while statesmen of the 
nation participated in the commemora- 
tion of Memorial day. Here an elabor- 
ate program filled the day, beginning 
with a. street parade of veterans :ind sol- 
diers, and including ceremonies at Arling- 
ton cemetery, the National cemetery, 
United State's Soldier*' Home, the. con- 
gressional and battle ground cemeteries 
and others. 


An impressive spectacle was the sett- 


ing adrift of a. Hower laden boat in the 
Potomac river by the Spanish War Vet- 
erans, in honor of the nation's naval 
dead. The orator at Arlington cemetery 
wns Senator William 0. Bradley of Ken- 
tucky. Senator Depew of New York de- 
livered the address at the Soldiers'Home, 
Senator W. B. Heybvrrn of Idaho, spoko 
at the Congressional cemetery and at 
Battleground semetery Senator Brown 
of Nebraska was the speaker.

BOSTON, May 30.—The observance of 


Memorial Day in New England differed 
but little from previous years, except 
that there were more graves to decorate. 
and fewer veterans in the line of march 
to the various cemeteries. For every lit- 
tle green mound there flew a flag placed 
there by .the survivors of the Grand Army 
of the Republic.

Wished to End Troubles.

dent, wished to end his troubles. For 
lioure.hc lay in his bed with the little 
four year old boy lying beside him, and 
plnnned the gruesome act. Finally at 
iibout 4 o'clock this morning he took 
his tluirp razor from under his pillow 
and cut his throat. In MgTCgbTnr'hB'Toll-- 
•d from tbe bed, and the sleeping child 
had undisputed possession. The man lay 
huddled up in the corner of the room 
bleeding profusely, and the .child kept 
on sleeping. 
It waa in this 
manner 


that Officer Harms found

In speaking of the matter tbe officer 


said: 
"When I entered the room 1 saw 


a nmn lying in a corner of the room 
and yelling" 'Too much 
trouble."

DRY-DOCK DEWEY WAS 


DELIBERATELY SCUTTLED 


Further' Examination Has Strengthened 


the Belief That Work Was Done by 
Enemies of the Government. 
MANILA, May 30.—Further examina- 


tion of the United States dry dock Dew- 
ey, which i« partly subraergad at-Olang- 
n'po in Subig bar, has strengthened the 
belief of those of the navy -who have 
held that the damage was done deliber- 
ately by a band of conspirators against 
the government. 


However, is it now learned that the 


valves had not been opened as first de- 
clared, though they were found to have' 
been leaking"* little.- This leakage,would, 
not have caused - the - trouble, and 
the 


dock sunk more rapidly- than would ia.y« 
been the ea«e had all the valves been 
opened. 


Accordingly the experts, believe that a 


large hole will be found in the port side- 
or the bottom of the dock. It is possi- 
ble that the mystery will not be clear- 
ed until tlie dock him been raised. How 
long this will take cannot 1)e said, but 
likely it will be four or five week?. 


The position of the dock WHS unchang- 


ed today except that the port side con- 
taining'the machinery was farther net- 
tled, being now imbedded in the mud to 
a depth of twelve feet, making its pres- 
ent examination impossible.

merce commission to suspend on its own 
motion a new rate or Classification for 
sixty days.- I f - t h e hearing were not 
ended during the sixty days the rate -was 
to become -operative',' subject to tbc ad- 
verse decision of the commission after 
the hearing should have 
ended.

•Read From Manuscript 


Mr. Lorimer confined himself closely to 


his manuscript. He spoke in- distinct 
tone of voice and notwithstanding his de- 
livery was somewhat monotonous he 
commanded close attention.- Most of the 
senators were in their seats and included 
among the outside auditors was practi- 
cally tlie entire Illinois delegation in the 
house of representatives.

sary to a republic, as' representative 
government in state and nation. Where 
members of parties are given no oppor- 
tunity to assemble and confer for ascer- 
taining tho will of a majority of the 
party, there is no way .in which that ma- 
jority can make its will known." 


Under the circumstances delegates to 


this intended convention will be-named 
by ft committee from each county with 
the call planned and conditioned under 
the last party convention held in 1904. 
If'judicious councils prevail in this com- 
ing convention, an absence of all forms 
of recrimination, inviting all Republicans 
upon the broadness of a national plat- 
form and declared party policies, declar- 
ing for broad guaged discussion of pub- 
lic matters in congress and full debates, 
much may be accomplished for the bene- 
fit of the party, and if for the' party, 
surely also for "the host interests of the 
country.
